"SissoN, Cal., June 15.— To the lion. 


J. 11. Mitchell, Washington.— There was 
never a more base accusation made 
aguinat my husband than that made by 
Congressman Geary when he assigned 
such depraved motives for establishing 
the university. You, who knew him 
well, will you not defend his inemorv, 
which is so dear to me?— Sirs. Leland 
Stanford." 


Senator Mitchell replied as follows: 


"Mrs. Leland Stanford, Sissons, Cal.—

WASHINGTON, June 15.— The Stewart 


bill which passed the senate today 
amends the mining laws in several tech- 
nical matters.

Wick B. Parsons Furnishes 


Some Figures, 


A CANAL 
WOULD FIX 
RATES 


The Erie Canal and the Chesapeake 


and Ohio Canal Cited us 


Examples. 


Wick B. I'areona, secretary of the re- 


cently formed Business Men's Associa- 
tion of Fresno county, which is pushing 
the canal enterprise, gave some valuable 
statistics in au interview with a Ri*rrn- 
IJCAN reporter yesterday. 


Mr. Parsons began by showing that 


the canal project is not a new idea by 
any means. 


"It is quite twenty years since the 


scheme was first brought before the peo- 
ple of Fresno county in a hasty kind of 
way. I have learned thut some surveys 
were made by a company about that 
time, or within two years after the pro- 
ject was mooted. 1 don't know what 
line was pursued, but 1 have heard that 
the survey was most carefully and min- 
utely made. The thing fell through be- 
cause of the sparsely populated condi- 
tion of central California at that Lime. 


"Two years ago interest in the matter 


was revived. Those who took part were 
pretty nearly the same men us are mov- 
ing now, Fulton G. Berry and Thomas 
It). Hughes for example. Mr. Corcoran 
took an interest in tho project, but it 
fell through. 
Committees were ap- 


pointed, one gentleman from each county 
in the valley, but only one meeting was 
iiad and that was the last of it for the 
time. 


"Today the demand for competition 


in transportation is stronger than ever. 
The precarious condition of our people 
in financial matters — especially among 
.he vineyard isle, orchardists and grain 
'amiers—has reached such u pitcli that 
they have Bought various wava to iind 
relief." 


Alter referring to Alexander Gordon's 


statement that lie hud paid out $14,000 
.11 two years in transportation of tlio 
product of 132 acres in vines, Mr. Par- 
sons eaid that meant $50 per acre, and 
no country on earth could stand it. He 
spoke of tlie maes meeting held a month 
iigo, and of thu formation of the Busi- 
ness Men's Association, with a present 
ncmbership of eighty, us an inevitable 
result. The prime object of the aasocia- 
,iun is to investigate the feasibility of 
constructing a Iransportatiun ennui to 
leurcst available point on the Sun Joa- 
liiin river, at While's bridge, a distance 
of twenty miles. 
" 1 would say," pursued Mr. Parsons, 


' that all phasic of the transport u lion 
iroblum are under grave and careful 
toiisideratlon, but, that was the chief 
jumneHS and object of the association, 


"To understand the feeling of thu 


association let us look at a single case. 
It in Htuleii Unit liiBt year 1,OOU carloads 
of green fruit were shipped from Frusiio 
county. 
Each refrigerator «ur which 


carried that green fruit coat $500, imik- 
ng a total of $500,000 paid hy Fresno 
•aunty for freight. The returns on ihiit 
shipment, were $20,000 on the highi^l 
estimate, while some estimates any that 
mt a single dollar was returned. Is it 
any wonder that our pcop.e are asking 
or relief?" 


After comparing the rates between 


frcsnomid Htccl-ton with those between 
jtockton and San Francisco, HH illus- 
.rativo of the ellicacy of water I'ompu- 


witli a moral. 


"I heard of an instance down the road 


of a gentleman who raised hay and 
shipped it to San Francisco at |9 a ton. 
.1 did not pay, so he began to raise 
•room corn, lie cut his crop and baled 
twith the same machine which he used 
,o bale his hay, making 'the sumii bulk, 
md about the name weight. He asked 
.he railroad company for a rate, and 
was told it would lie $03 a ton. What 
do you think of that forextorUon?" 


Mr. Parsons epoke next of the Krie 


canal, begun in revolutionary times, 
•ompleted in 18'25, and whose history ia 
a grout part the history of New York 
state. It cost, with extensions and im- 
provements, $52,500,001), hut tho entire 
imount has been repaid to the state bv 
the canal, with an excess of $42,000.000 
n addition to thu cost of supurintL-nd- 
em-eiuid repairs. It has fixed ralea for 
W3 miles in a territory through which 
Misses one of the finest railroads in 
.his countrv or in the world, the New 
York Central. 


"A canal in this valley would have 


,ho same effect," siiid Mr. Pareons. 
'hook at the decline of rates brought, 
about by the .Erie canal. Up to JtfiM, 
jufore railroads were introduced or the 
cauul opened, the rate between Albany 
and Buffalo was 25 cents per ton per 
nile, or $88 for the 3i2 miles. Tlio 
ipeninir of the canal at once reduced 
,he rate to li cents and 1 mill per ton 
icr mile, or $21.47 for the whole dis- 
tance. By 1S33 the rale was reduced to 
•i.K'l cents, in J8:J5 to 1.81! ccnlB, in 18)0 
to 1.7 cents, in 18(10 to 1 cent, or Sf-'A 02 
ier ton for HUH miles, iho canal having 
icen leniitliened 11 miles. Thu rate 
further fell to 71 mills in 1372 to 42 
mils in 1380 und in 18S4 to 27 mills per 
ton per mile. This reduction in the 2(1 
years was from $H8 per ton to $5.08, or 
over 90 percent."

3hes!ipenke and Ohio canal on the 
boundary Unas of Maryland, Virginia 
and Weal Virginia. The revenue ol 
this canal in 1871 was $47(>,lli4 : the ox- 
»euse $222,85!). Tina camil iixca nitt-s 
'or the Biiilimore and Ohio and the 
L'ennsylvania railroads in the sections 
Jirough which it pusses, and enables 
Cumberland coal to be transported 300 
niles to the sea-board at mniiniil rates. 


"And now a word as to our own 


canal," concluded Mr. Parsons.

to Stockton. We only want >o build 
:rom here to the San .loaqnin river. 


L believe that if the thing were properly 
understood 3000 men would march to 
ihe end of Fresno street with shovels, 
liorscs, plows und ecrauers, and dig 
.hat canal. The work requires little or 
no expense, and any ordinary (sn^incer 
:ould prepare thn plans.

While the meeting of the raisin pack 


eru held yesterday afternoon was no 
notable for expressions of genial fellow 
ehip and unanimity of Eentiment, it wa 
very important in the matter of lie 
cisive results. 


TUB RKI-IHILICAN believes that the ete; 


has now been taken which will lead tli 
raisin growers out of the wilderness o 
the wildcat methods which have pre- 
vailed during tho last two years. J 
$10,000 certified check is a pretty fai 
guarantee that the agreement entere 
into will be etrictly observed, and a ens 
nal consideration of the terms docs no 
discover any ferioiialy objectionab' 
features—at 
least none 
which ar 


not decidedly preferable from the pro* 
WB standpoint to the present systec 
which has not a single redeeming foal 
tire. The binding of the packers to Be 
only free on board the cars at the plat 
of shipment and the prohibition ol coi 
nignments to eastern brokers IB a Ion 
step in the right direction, and on 
which in itself will go ftir toward 
bringing about the results desired, 
will simplify and make easy the main 
laming of the selling price agreed upoi 
which would be practically impofesib 
under a system of consignments to cue 
«rn brokers. 


While there may be some conditio 


in the agreement as outlined which a 
not altogether saliefactory to the grow 
era, it unquestionably justifies the 
unanimous support during the prese 
ecaeon. Defects will be made olivio 
by the test of practical experience 
which the new arrangement will 
enbmltted, and thcec can be correct 
before another crop is ready lor market. 


We believe the carrying out of the 


compact under consideration will bring 
hundreds of thousands of dollars t-o the 
ntBin growers of this valley which 
would otherwise be entirely lost U> them. 


FORCE THE FIGHT. 


IT is pretty clear to us that the inter- 
national-agreement bimetallists, which 
term includes half of the out-and-out 
goldbugs, would be averse to independ- 
ent coinage on any ratio. 
An article m 
the June Forum by Congressman J. C. 
Bendrickof New York, who is himself 
that kind of bimetallist, supports this 
view. He admits? that Kncltiml'a in- 
terest in keeping silver down arises from 
the fact that the rest of the world is 
heavily in debt to her, and from the 
further fact that she is u large consumer 
of 'foreign breadstuffa, which she gets 
cheaper under the present arrangement 
than would otherwise bo possible. The 
American farmer wants free silver, to 
raise the price of his wheat, lie has the 
audacity to tell us, but he cannot get it 
till England is ready, and when Eng- 
land ia ready she knows the address of 
our London embaseador and can send 
for him. This is a fair illustration ol 
how bimetal limn stands in the minds ol 
the international-airreement bimetallists 
—something that cannot be honed to be 
realized inside of a generation.—Stock- 
ton Mail.

"demonetization of silver" is the act of 
congress passed 
.February 12, 187!J, 


which suspended the coinage of silver, 
and which was supplemented by tlie 
actof Junc,1874, limiting tbe legal tender 
power of silver coina to $5. These acts 
wore followed on January 4,1875, by an 
act providing for the resumption of 
specie payments on January 1, 1879, the 
government pledging itself to pay its 
obligations on and after that date in 
gold. These three acts, taken together, 
constitute what is conveniently called 
tho demonetisation of silver. The terra, 
as above stated, ia misleading, for silver 
has never been wholly de'iioneti/ed in 
this country. . It is as much an integral 
and essential part of our coinage today 
as ever, and will.no doubt, always re- 
main a vital factor in our money sys- 


m. 
The ureat depreciation in the 


.ulue of silver bullion of late years has 
been due to other causes than our Unau- 
cial legislation; baa been due, in point 
of fact, to causes almost wholly outside 
the influence of our national legislative 
power. 


Silver coinage ceased for the time 


being, it is true, under the acts of 1.873-4. 
but gold has been practically the metallic 
currency since 1804, and that metal baa 
been virtually tbe standard of value for 
Europe and America since England 
adopted the single gold standard in 1810. 
The silver dollar ceased to be coined in 
the United States in 1804, up to which 
time the total coinage amounted to only 
1,439,517 pieces. 
The coinage of the 


dollar was resumed iiilSo?, but was con- 
ducted sparingly. The acts of 1873-4 
again suapending coinage, were of far 
less importance than certain financial 
statesmen have sought to make them 
ippeur, since their passage. Whatever 
influence those acts might have hail, ad- 
verse to silver, wus more than offset hy 
a subsequent net, providing for the coiii- 
nL'e of 2,000,000 standard silver dollars 
per month, nnd by the HO-callod Sher- 
man law of still later date, which was
